During the past five years and 
up to December 31, 1955, five 
children from Gleichen and Cluny 

and area have spent a total of 
2389 days in the Alberta Red Cros 
Crippled Children’s hospital. 

Built by t'!2 people of the pro- 
vince for those children whose 
parents cannot afford the pro- 
longed treatment that orthopedic 
disability demand the hospital 
provides the finest in medical, sur- 
gical and nursing ‘care and is, of 
course, a free service by tle Red 
Cross to all children in the pro- 
vince requiring this assistance. 

In patent care includes all braces, 
easts and other orthopedic ap- 
plinaces that the case demands 
widle regular schooling, music, 
handicrafts, Scouting and Guiding 
work together to build the whole 
child 

(The work of the Red Cross hos- 
pital is financed by a per diem 
grant from tie Provincial Govern- 
ment, gifts of every kind from 
the friends of Red Cross aid the 
annual campaign for funds, Each 
day’s care per patient costs Red 
Cross in the neighborhood of $6.50 
mihich must be financed by the 
Society. 

One of the greatest contribu- 
tions to the Society, which makes 
the hospital possible, is tat all 
the doctors on the staff are volun- 
teers who donate their time and 
talents to both Red Cross and the 
ctildren. 

The sum of $134,351.00 from the 
current campaign for funds is 
budgetted to be spent in maintain- 
ig the work of the Red Cross hospi- 
tal during the forthcoming year, 


The Ottawa Letter | 


The statistics show that there 
were about 110,000 people admitted 
to Canada as immigrants in 1955. 
This is about two-thirds of the 
gumber that have been coming 
in each year since 1950, ‘The rea- 
son for tila falling off is because 
ef the more prosperous conditions 
im the countries of Western Eur- 
ope. The United Kingdom is really 
importing people as is France and 
otter countries. People prefer to 
“stay in their homeland unless they 
see a definite advantage. 

In the five year period between 
1951 to 1955, about 790,000 come in 
and in the preceeding five years, 
the number was 431,000. Of this 
last number only 116,000 actually 
took out naturalization papers. 
The question arose: Should the 
taking out of papers be compul- 
sory? Different views were ex- 
pressed but the majority of the 
members thought it should not be 


mandatory. Some aré not familiar 


enough with tie language, some 
ere freightened and wansitive and

People here have come from 
many different countries, some 
from lands of turmoil and poverty 
and some from lands where they 
have been very harshly“used. When 
established here, they find freedom 
and safety. ‘Their children are in- 
fivenced by the teaching in the 
schools, they are accepted as 
neighbors and they soon acquire 
loyalty and love for the Queen and 
jhe land of their adoption, They 
are really given a welcome here.

Dramatic 
decrease in 
tooth decay 


OTTAWA.—A dramatic de- 
crease in the incidence of 
tooth decay among the native 
children of. Brantford, Ont., is 
indicatec. in the 1955 report 
on the dental effects of water 
fluoridation issued by the de- 
partment of National Health 
and Welfare. In two other On- 
tario cities—Sarnia and Strat- 
ford, which served as controls 
in the study—the decay rate 
has remained about the same 
or increased somewhat. 


The report noted that children 
born in Brantford since fluorida- 
tion began, in June, 1945, now 
have teeth which are as resistant 
to decay as those of the corres- 
ponding age groups in Stratford, 
where the water has been natural- 
ly fluoridated for the past 38 years 
by passage through an under- 
ground deposit of fluoride. (The 
Brantford water contains only 1.2 
parts per million while that of 
Stratford contains 1.6 parts per 
million.) 


Noticeably, no ill-effects have 
been reported by the health au- 
thorities or by the medical and 
dental professions of either Brant- 
ford or Stratford, according to the 
1955 reports on fluoridation, 


The report concludes that thére 
no longer remains any reason to 
doubt that where the fluoride level 
of fluoride-deficient water supplies 
is raised to about 1 part per mil- 
lion by the mechanical addition of 
fluoride the incidence of tooth de- 
cay will be reduced by two-thirds,

How did Noolithic man

His home is at Kew and a piece 
of ground nearby that had once 
been cultivated and later aban- 
doned to weeds came into his pos- 
session.

Few plants more rewarding, 
reliable herbaceous perennials 


OTTAWA.—Considering the care required each grow- 
ing season, few plants are more rewarding than reliable 
herbaceous perennials, says John Walker, Forest Nursery 
Station, Indian Head, Sask. Normally their period of-bloom 
is satisfactory but may be of short duration if high temper- 
tures and abnormally dry weather prevail. Occasionally, 
also, very early-flowering sorts like Bleeding Heart may be 
injured by late-spring frosts. ©; ——-————_—_—_—_—_ 

However, when once established 
in a site where there is suitable 
shelter, and given reasonable care 
with respect to weed control, wa- 
ter applications in dry spells, top 
dressing of manure, and staking 
when required, hardy herbaceous 
perennials may be relied upon to 
give a repeat performance in blos- 
som production year after year. 

With a number of different 
kinds there must be a curtailment 
of root spread every few years, 
otherwise an undue amount of 
space becomes occupied, Accom-

No new provincial legislation 
on farm cebis says Atty.-Gen. 


REGINA.—The following press statement on the question 
of farm debts was issued recently by Attornes-General of 


Saskatchewan: | 


“With the quashing of the Sask-

legislation in an attempt to cir- 


“There is a federal Act dealing 
with farm debt, the Farmers’ 
Creditors Arrangement Act, still 
in force. It gives a farmer, ‘unable 
+o meet his debts as they become 
due’ the right to formulate a pro- 
posal for adjustment or extensfon 
of time and file it with the clerk 
of the court of his judicial district, 
Meetings of creditors are then 
held and the court may finally 
deal ‘with the proposal. 

-“This Act assumes power in the 
federal government to adjust 
farmers’ debts or to grant an ex- 
tension of time or to stay proceed- 
ig. 
“The Farmers’ Creditors Ar- 
rangement Act, however, will have 
to be amended if it is to be useful 
in the present emergency. The Act 
does not apply unless % of the 
farmer's debts were incurred be- 
fore 1935 and the Act contains no 
quick and effective provision for 
preventing re-possession of farm 
implements, _ 
“Since the moratorium case, the 
federal government or parliament 
has undoubted power to make the 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act operative in respect of all 
farmers’ debts, whenever {ncurred, 
and power to stay proceedings 
such as repossessions. 
“The Act is administered by Fi- 
nance Minister Harris and I am 
sure he will be glad to receive 
from farmers’ organizaions, news- 
papers and others, requests for 
amendments with evidence of the 
need for them, The Saskatchewan 
government will back up, at the 
proper time, all such legitimate 
requests. I am not however, writ- 
ing laws for Ottawa, I have my 
hands full writing my own and 
making them stick. Please remem- 
ber I did not draft or introdyce 
the Moratorium Act.”
